The Gold Key card allows the guest 
who purchased the card unlimited 
use of our Walt Disney World trans- 
portation system, admission to the 
Magic Kingdom, unlimited use of all 
Magic Kingdom attractions (except 
the Shootin’ Gallery) during our 
normal operating hours, and use of 
our Walt Disney World recreation 
facilities (except the arcades). This 
card is good for breakfast, lunch, and 
dinner at any of our Walt Disney 
World restaurants where waitress or 
buffet service is available. Alcoholic 
beverages are not included, how- 
ever. 

Each Gold Key card is embossed 
with a “valid through” date, the 
guest's name, the number in the 
party, and the Gold Key ID number. 

If you receive one of these cards in 
your food or recreation location, re- 
member to handle it as you would a 
credit card: run the card off on a Walt 
Disney World credit card slip. Verifi- 
cation of the guest's signature is re- 
quired on every transaction. 

If a guest reports a lost Gold Key 
card, direct them to the front desk at 
the Contemporary Resort Hotel.

Well, 
throughout the summer months, 
Casual Regular cast members can 
enjoy that same privilege!

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It wasn't too long ago that gasoline 
was relatively inexpensive and we 
didn't worry too much about 
gasoline-saving techniques. But as 
the fuel becomes more expensive 
and quantities become limited, it's 
important to know how to save. 
One way to save isto drive less, but 
when many of us drive between 35 
and 50 miles round trip to and from 
work, that isn't always feasible. Car 
pooling or joining a van pool helps, 
but there's another way to save ... 
drive intelligently! Here are a few 
gasoline-saving tips to make you a 
conservative driver: 


è To save fuel, shut your engine off if 
you are idling more than one minute. 
Idling wastes a half-gallon of gasoline 
per hour. 

è Driving at 55 mph increases your 
gasoline mileage 20 percent over the 
mileage you get driving 70 mph. If 
you drive a heavy-duty truck, that 
savings increases to 40 percent. 
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© The most fuel efficient way to start a 
car is start driving immediately, 
slowly for the first mile or so. That 
way you warm the engine up slowly 
without wasting mileage. 

è A sticky carburetor choke can cost 
you three miles per gallon; a misfir- 
ing spark plug costs you two miles 
per gallon per plug; dirty air filters 
will cost you at least one mile per 
gallon. Get tuneups on a regular 
basis and avoid the problem! 

è Radial tires will increase your 
gasoline mileage because they 
create less friction because of their 
tire construction. This alone can im- 
prove mileage by five percent. 

è Unnecessary weight cuts your 
gasoline mileage one percent to two 
percent for each additional 100 
pounds ... don't use your car as a 
storage place for unneeded golf 
clubs or sporting equipment or tools.
